must  clear  admission  requirements  with  the  Registrar's  Office  as  follows:

Return  to  y 
adviser  and  complete  your  official  material  for  your  adviser's  approval.  Leave  your  registrar 
envelope  with  your  adviser.  Take  your  packet  to  the  Director  of  your  school  for  final  appn 
before  you  go  to  the  Bursar  to  pay  your  fees.  Have  your  ID  picture  made  or  your  Fall  Seme 
card  validated. 

RESIDENCE  APPROVAL — The  Dean  of  Women  must  approve  the  residence  of  all  woi 
students.  Residence  approval  may  be  obtained  in  the  Dean  of  Women's  Office. 

VETERANS — After  your  advisor  approves  your  registration  packet,  go  to  Mr.  Leo  Davis  in 
Office  of  Veterans'  Affairs  in  the  Student  Center  and  get  your  veteran's  file  approved  be 
you  go  to  the  Bursar.
